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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 2 and 4-15 are allowed. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
Claims 1 and 12 recite a resistor in series with the capacitive device of the time delay 
circuit connected between the power supply terminal and the control inputs of the first 
and second transistor. The closest prior art of record considered are Krakauer et al. 
(US 5, 617,283), John et al. (US 6,522,511), Ker et al. (US 2002/0050615). The 
references teaches either a resistor or a capacitive device in series with the inherent 
capacitance or inherent resistance of the connection means/wire and the diode 
connected transistors (see Krakauer's capacitive device 42 in Figure 2, diode connected 
transistor MOS 42 in series with inherent resistance of the wire and the resistance of 42; 
John's ESD detector 30 in Figure 3 having the resistor in series with the inherent 
capacitance of the wire; Ker's capacitive device 42 in Figure 13 with inherent resistance 
of the wire in series and other resistive component in parallel 44, 42). Chin et al. (US 5, 
430, 602) used as a secondary reference teaches a resistor in series with a capacitive 
device (diode connected MOS transistor). The references, lack the teaching of the 
combined limitation of a resistor in series with the capacitive device, in combination with 
the other recited elements and the Applicant has presented persuasive arguments 
toward the combination of the above references on Pages 5-10 of the Remarks, 
therefore, allowable. Claims 2, 4-11 depend from Claim 1 and Claims 13-15 depend 
from Claim 12.
